Anyone near the Ohio River early 
Sunday morning probably saw the large 
flock of Canada Geese flying south in 
their characteristic chevron pattern. 
We all know it means something when 
birds flock together and take to the sky. 

It also means something when you 
find silky spider webs on nearly every 
plant on a morning walk through the 
woods. You see them now, glistening in 
the light of a new day.

Kentucky Supreme Court fails our students 


Many members of Kentucky’s 
legislature and teachers unions 
are enemies of school choice in 
the commonwealth. 

The Kentucky Education As¬ 
sociation has worked for years 
with powerful politicians to 
keep even the most rudimentary 
types of school choice - like the 
charter schools found in 41 other 
states and the District of Colum¬ 
bia - from winning out in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

But a recent ruling has re¬ 
vealed another player in that axis 
against any type of educational 
liberty: the Kentucky Supreme 
Court. 

The court’s verdict allows the 
bureaucrats at Jefferson County 
Public Schools to legally neglect 
the wishes of parents who have 
enrolled their children in the 
school closest to home. 

Instead, the school board is 
now permitted to force students 
on a bus that will coast right past 
their local neighborhood school 
and on to the other side of town 
- all in the name of some educa¬ 
tion elitist’s vision of diversity. 

Why are the five justices so 
eager to jump on the same bus 
as those who run the failed Jef¬ 
ferson County school system? 

The losers in this case are par¬ 
ents who want their children in a 
school close to home so that the 
entire family can be involved in 
their education. 

According to one of the two 
dissenters in the case, Justice 
Daniel Venters, the court’s deci¬ 
sion is akin to the “surrealistic 
world of The Eagles’ song ‘Ho¬ 
tel California’.” 

Just like that unfortunate ho¬ 
tel where visitors can check out 
any time they want but can never 
leave, the Supreme Court ruled 
that Jefferson County parents 
can “enroll” their child in their 


local school whenever they wish - 
but the child may never “attend”. 

You’re not the only one think¬ 
ing: “That makes absolutely no 
sense.” 

The justices fell back on a 1990 
change that amended the law from 
allowing children to “attend” to one 
that only allowed them to “enroll” 
in their neighborhood school. 

This was all done primarily to 
protect Louisville’s failed bus¬ 
ing program, but could have con¬ 
sequences statewide for parents 
who move in order to enroll their 
children in a neighborhood school 
that’s part of a higher-performing 
district. 

The whole line of reasoning is 
even more confusing than the at¬ 
tempts by teachers’ unions to ex¬ 
plain why it actually benefits stu¬ 
dents for districts to reward teachers 
based on longevity instead of merit, 
prohibit the termination of under- 
performing teachers, and scoff at 
the notion that parents know what’s 
best for their children. 

In the past, parents with children 
in failing schools at least had the 
option of packing up and moving 
the family to a neighborhood with 
better schools. Some parents even 


dream of making such a move. 

However, thanks to five justices 
in long black robes, those dreams 
went up in smoke - like the smoky 
exhaust expelled from one of Jef¬ 
ferson County’s road-worn school 
buses dragging students many 
miles out of their neighborhoods. 

In fact, one of those Jefferson 
County deportation-mobiles re¬ 
cently overturned as a result of an¬ 
other one of its daily 16-mile treks 
busing students from one end of 
Jefferson County to another. The 
accident sent at least one child to 
the hospital and terrified the par¬ 
ents of the 48 students injured. 

The court’s ruling ultimately 
bodes ill for the increasing num¬ 
ber of Kentuckians committed to 
bringing choice - and reform - to 
an education system that has near¬ 
ly doubled in real spending while 
remaining stagnant in its perfor¬ 
mance for more than two decades. 

It also sends a clear message to 
all Kentucky families that the com¬ 
monwealth’s highest court is no 
friend of educational liberty.

Glencoe Council 
takes steps to 
protect residents

Glencoe City Council 
discussed unruly teenag¬ 
ers at Monday’s meeting 
who have been fighting 
and harassing residents. 
Council also discussed the 
safety of students and bus 
monitors on school buses. 
The issue will be brought 
to the attention of Gallatin 
County School Superin¬ 
tendent Dot Perkins. 

Glencoe Mayor Jim 
Nantz said he is forming 
a neighborhood watch 
group to help protect resi¬ 
dents. The group will meet 
with county Sheriff Josh 
Neale later this month and 
all interested parties are 
invited to attend. 

At Monday’s council 
meeting, Deputy Sheriff 
John Fuelhart explained 
how a juvenile is taken 
into custody. The process 
becomes more difficult at 
night, as the juvenile must 
be taken out of the county 
for processing and deten¬ 
tion. The arresting officer 
returns the offender to his 
home the next day. Fuel- 
hart said the process re¬ 
quires a deputy to be out 
of the county for up to 
four hours, which reduces 
available coverage in the 
county.

First Frost can harm 
livestock 

If you keep a weather 
diary, you can enter “First 
frost on Dry Creek Road” 
on October 9, 2012. 

The weather prognos¬ 
ticators have been calling 
for frost the past several 
days, and now it’s finally 
happened. Oh, I’m sure 
some of you out there in 
Newspaper-Land have al¬ 
ready had a frost or two; 
heck, Glencoe’s probably 
already had a half-dozen 
or so. 

I swear, I think there’s 
only about three months 
out of the year when Glen¬ 
coe doesn’t get frost! 

For livestock owners, 
frost can cause some se¬ 
rious problems with for¬ 
ages. If your livestock are 
grazing anything in the 
sorghum family, including 
Johnsongrass, frost can 
cause a build-up of prus¬ 
sic acid in these species. 
Prussic acid poisoning can 
be lethal to livestock. So, 
what do you do? 

After a non-killing frost 
like we’ve had, you really 
need to keep the animals 
off that pasture for at least 
two weeks. After a killing 
frost, keep them off for 
five to seven days or un¬ 
til the grass starts to turn 
brown. This allows time 
for a natural reduction in 
prussic acid levels. 

The safest thing to do is 
to cut the sorghum for hay 
or silage. These processes 


usually reduce prussic acid 
to safe levels. Cases of 
prussic acid toxicity from 
animal fed hay or silage or 
very rare. 

If you have more ques¬ 


tions about forage toxic¬ 
ity of any kind, give me a 
call.

It’s not 
as safe to let kids walk 
the streets alone.

Serve your kids a fill¬ 
ing meal before trick-or- 
treating and they won’t be 
tempted to eat any candy 
before they bring it home 
for you to check. 

Halloween Safety 
Tips for Kids 

Any time a child has an 
accident, it’s tragic. The 
last thing that you want to 
happen is for your child 
to be hurt on a holiday. It 
would forever live in the 
minds of the child and the 
family. 

There are many ways 
to keep your child safe at 
Halloween, when they are 
more prone to accidents 
and injuries. The excite¬ 
ment of children and 
adults at this time of year 
sometimes makes them 
forget to be careful. 

Simple common sense 
can do a lot to stop any 
tragedies from happening. 

•Help your child pick 


out or make a costume 
that will be safe. Make it 
fire proof. The eye holes 
should be large enough for 
good peripheral vision. 

•If you set jack-o’-lan¬ 
terns on your porch with 
candles in them, make sure 
that they are far enough 
out of the way so that kids’ 
costumes won’t acciden¬ 
tally be set on fire.

Enjoy the family life and 
culture of two French-Swiss 
families spanning over 50 
years in early Switzerland 
County at the upcoming Ru¬ 
ral Heritage Tour. 

The Switzerland County 
Historical Society and Mu- 
see de Venoge will host their 
first collaborative event on 
Saturday, October 13 th from 
10 am to 5 pm and Sunday, 
October 14th from noon to 
5 pm. 

The tour will include Mu- 
see de Venoge (c. 1805-15) 
and the Thiebaud Farmstead 
(1817-1860). Come sample 
hearth and outdoor French 
style bake oven cooking, 
walk in a kitchen garden, 
talk with period reenactors 
and learn about their trades. 

While the two sites were 
once considered ‘eye-sores’ 
they are both now listed on 
the National Register of His¬ 
toric Sites and Places. Both 
were vacant properties that 
havebeenrevitalized through 
historic preservation. 

The process of restoration 


and the research into the his¬ 
tory of the houses is remark¬ 
able and will be shared dur¬ 
ing the tour. 

Visitors may start the tour 
at either site. The Thiebaud 
Farmstead is located at 5147 
East State Road 56, three 
miles west of Vevay, along 
the Ohio River. Venoge is 
located at 111 State Road 
129, approximately one mile 
north of State Route 56 just 
west of Vevay. 

Admission is free, but 
donations are greatly appre¬ 
ciated. 

The Rural Heritage Tour 
honors the mral heritage that 
founded Switzerland County 
and showcases two sites that 
show a high level of stew¬ 
ardship towards preserving 
mral architecture. 

Venoge is a 30 acre tract 
of the Louis Gex-Oboussier 
farmstead, which formed 
a portion of the original 
1802 French-Swiss Settle¬ 
ment. The Gex-Oboussier 
farmstead gives us a picture 
of early 19th century Swit¬ 


zerland County, Indiana, 
through an architecture that 
mirrors the lives of its inhab¬ 
itants. 

The unique French ar¬ 
chitecture at Venoge with 
its timber frame poteaux- 
sur-sol and the brick noggin 
illustrates features that serve 
as ethnic markers, revealing 
the identity of the people 
who built the structure and 
where they came from. 

Venoge is named for the 
creek that bounds the prop¬ 
erty which in turn is named 
for a river in Switzerland. 

The Thiebaud farmstead 
was settled in 1817 by Fred¬ 
erick and Harriet Thiebaud 
who emigrated from Swit¬ 
zerland with their eight chil¬ 
dren. 

Their youngest son, Justi, 
and his wife Mary became 
the second generation to live 
on the 165 acre farmstead 
that was part of southeast In¬ 
diana’s hay culture. 

A restored hay-press bam 
will eventually be part of 
the site. The site’s two-story 


frame vernacular Greek Re¬ 
vival house was built in the 
late 1850s over the stone cel¬ 
lar foundation of the original 
house. 

The two sites had different 
goals with regard to restora¬ 
tion. Musee de Venoge does 
not have electricity, heat or 
water and uses heating and 
lighting sources common to 
1815. 

The Thiebaud house is 
intended to be used through¬ 
out the year for a variety of 
functions, so modem conve¬ 
niences have been utilized 
but are unobtrusive. 

Come see for yourself the 
many possibilities that pres¬ 
ervation offers. The fall sea¬ 
son is a perfect time to enjoy 
the natural beauty of the area 
and a leisurely weekend in 
Switzerland County.

"Drivers should 
be alert, particularly in 
areas where brush or 
trees are close to road¬ 
ways and when driving 
on stretches of interstate 
highways which have 
forested medians."

6. 28 Days Later —There has never 
been a movie that conveyed such iso¬ 
lation, such desperation as this. Abso¬ 
lutely mesmerizing. 

7. Alien —There’s nothing more 
spine-chilling than to be helpless to 
something growing inside, eating a per¬ 
son from within. Please give us a quick 
death! 

8. The Mist —The unknown, perhaps 
the most frightening thing in the world. 
Allowing your imagination to run wild 
and create the worst possible demise 
is heart-stopping. 

9. Crowhaven Farm —It’s a tale of 
witchcraft and covens with characters 
you trust suddenly turning bad. We had 
to sleep with light on after it was aired 
on TV in 1970. 

10. The Thing — Suspense-filled 
paranoia, confusion abounds, unpleas¬ 
ant goriness and creepiness, this is the 
magnum opus of scary movies. Our 
heart skips a beat just thinking about 
this movie. 


The presence of yel¬ 
low deer crossing signs 
should also be a tipoff 
to motorists that they 
are traveling a stretch of 
road where deer may be 
encountered. "Our traf¬ 
fic engineers place the 
signs as they see a need, 
usually in areas with 
high rates of deer-vehi- 
cle crashes," said Chuck 
Wolfe, spokesman for 
the Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet. 

Over the past eight 
years, the Kentucky 
State Police (KSP) 
have documented an 
average of 2,985 deer/ 
vehicle collisions annu¬ 
ally. About 6 percent of 
these accidents resulted 
in human injuries. In 
2011, there were three 
human fatalities in col¬ 
lisions between deer 
and vehicles, according 
to KSP statistics. On 
average about 400 deer/ 
vehicle accidents occur 
in October, about 800 
in November and about 
300 in December. 

Motorists who en¬ 
counter deer should 
slow down until the 
deer moves. Never at¬ 
tempt to drive around 
a deer standing in the 
road. If the deer is fac¬ 
ing away from the traf¬ 
fic flow, flash your head 
lights from low beam to 
high beam, and be pre¬ 
pared to stop. Deer usu¬ 
ally travel in groups, so 
expect to see more than 
one deer crossing the 
road in single file. 

Drive defensively 
when traveling at night 
through creek bottoms 
and other heavily- 
wooded areas. Watch 
for deer standing at the 
side of the road. Scan 
the roadway ahead care¬ 
fully, and drive with 
your head lights on high 
beam when possible.
